that the lantern-Jaw cd leader of 
the vigilantes claimed control of 
relief jobs extended today ram ifi­ 
cations of the secret order whose 
members have been named in m ur­ 
der, flogging and kidnaping charges 
While authorities in Detroit and 
other Michigan cities reopened in­ 
quiries into every un'-olved crime of 
violence there for the past several 
years, Sheriff W E. Kelley of Aug­ 
laize county, Ohio, reported that he 
had asked the G-men last Septem­ 
ber to investigate the beating and 
intimidation of William Smith, 55- 
year-old Waynesfield, farmer 
wTio 
refused to join the society. 
Sheriff Kelley said he never had 
revolved a reply from the depart­ 
ment of justice, so considered at 
the time th at federal agents had 
not regarded the m atter as worth 
going into. 
Sm ith said he was beaten, held 
prisoner in a corn-crip all night, 
and then threatened with “death 
within 24 hours ’ if he told of the 
occurrence.

In discussion of the supreme court's decision In the 
Guffey act case two facts about the legislation itself 
liave been getting scant attention. 
The act was the culmination of years of effort to 
save the soft coal Industry from ruinous competition. 
It was discarded before it was tested. 
No one knows 
whether or not it would have worked. 
The condition which made it seem a solution still 
ex ists. While the act was in doubt, it had a moderat­ 
ing Influence on the ex cesses oi competitive practice 
which are the curse of the industry. 
Therefore, unless something unforeseen happens, 
the problem once more will assume the proportions 
which a year ago forced the Guffey bill through con­ 
gress to avert a crisis. 
The 
one 
solution 
which 
seemed worth trying at the time has bee» discarded, 
Yet, there is not the feverish alarm which ex isted 
between the ending of NRA and enactment oi the 
Guffey bill. 
For one thing, mine labor feels that U 
Is in a relatively safe position. 
Its wage and hour 
contract runs until March 31, 1937. 
As one spokes­ 
man puts it. “ If the operators want to give their coal 
away, miners are not going to work for low wages 
or under bad conditions." 
Operators are faced 
with 
the 
responsibility of 
bringing order out of chaos in the soft coal industry. 
Interstate compacts offer a possible method. 
The 
alternative to agreement, as they well know, is a 
return to their problem as it 
ex isted 
before 
the 
Guffey act promised a kind of solution which could 
not be harmonized with the Constitution. 
It remains 
to be seen whether a fundamental Industry with a 
special problem can prove to itself and to the country 
that federal regulation is not essential to the work­ 
ing out of a solution.

In calling upon President Roosevelt and Attorney 
General Cummings to stop J. Edgar Hoover from 
issuing statements "destructive to the advancement 
of probation and parole." the National Probation as­ 
sociation appears to be taking the wrong road to the 
right place.

Still, the association's request bears 
investigation.

CODFISH IS so nutritious, 
so 
rich in oils and fats that it seems 
str ing«- that it is not served 
more 
often.

this may be because 
w i u>n it does appear on the table, 
n .seems, .« somewhat hispid and wa­
